oi a continuous session of Thursday. 


The senate expected to take up con- 


sideration of the Beethman bill, pro 
viding for abolition ol the systeri o! 
peddling nominating petitions, and 
pass it with amendments to make can- 
didates for nomination pay half ot 1 
per cent of the first year's salary in 
the office sought. Agreement on this 
action was reached at a caucus of Re- 
publican senators Jast , .night. 
As 


passed hy the house, the bill provides 
that the only prerequisite tor any can- 
didate tor nomination is that he shall 
secure the indorsement of at least fi\e 
electors. The Fleming bill, containing 
the provision tor pavment of a ono- 
half of 1 per cent fee was killed in 
the lower bod>. Consequently some 
doubt was lelt toda> 
whether 
the

Likely to Develop In Gali- 


cia, the Dardanelles, and 
Along the Italo-Austrian 
Frontier — Russians Ad- 
mit Retreat, Which They 
Call Masterly, but Praise 
Impetus of Advance.

'London, May '27.—Notwithstand- 


ing the superb weather, the contend- 
ers in the western arena of hostili- 
ties realizing the terrible losses even 
in insignificant advance entails, have 
reverted, generally speaking, to the 
trench warfare of the winter and it 
is Galicia in the east, the 
Dardan- 


elles and perhaps the Italo-Austrian 
frontier which are most 
likely 
to 


furnish 
spectacular 
developments 


during the next fortnight. 


The Russians at last have admit- 


ted the extent of their retreat from 
the Dunajec to the rian and 
while 


they profess that the Austro-Germau 


fcli has been held up and that Prz- 


emysr Is in no danger, they pay trib- 
ute to the impetus and spirit of the 
advance of their antagonists at the 
same time that they laud the smooth- 
ness ot 
the 
Russian 
retirement, 


which they are calling as masterly 
as that of the allies from Mons. 


Out of breath after their eastward 


spurt, the Germans and Austrian? 
are now bringing up reinforcements 
and fresh ammunition and another 
great battle will be tought to deter- 
mine whether the new lines to which 
the Russians ha\e fallen back are 
tenable. 


According to the Germans, the en- 


circling of^Przemysl is 
progressing 


in that they have

crossing at the river San only eleven 
miles north of the fortress and ex- 
tended considerably their line east 
of this river. 


Ual> and Austria are now engaged 


in the familiar roles of issuing con-

as yet no important engagements. Of 
the 250 miles of common frontier be- 
tween Italy and Austria, it is esti- 
mated that only one-fifth is of

London was but little disturbed at

Upon An English town; 


One Killed, Many Hurt

South End, England, May 27—An- 


other Zeppelin airship raid w<ia made 
upon this town last night and it is re- 
ported that three persons wore kiileJ 
jy bombs which were dropped. 


The entire town was illuminated hy 


the bursting of shells dropped 1>\ the 
aircraft. The material damage can set 
appears to have been less than on the 
occasion of the last raid. 


A revised count shows that onH on j 


person was Killed—Mrs. May ]<abm. 
who was here on a visit 
A number 


of people, however, were injured. 


Some reports say that two and 


others that three Zeppelins took par 
in the raid. It is, however, impossible 
to give the number accurately because 
of the heavy clouds through which the 
moon shone, but dully at the time of 
the attack. 


The noise of the propellers of the 


airships was first heard shortly beforo 
11 o'clock. 
Then came at once th° 


shock of the explosions as the bombs 
rained down from above. Some of tho 
missiles were incemliarv and threw 
out bright flashes of lights. Crowds 
assembled in the streets ot South End 
to view the raiders. The onlv latalitv 
— the killing of Mrs. Fabin —occurred 
while the woman was leav ins? a street 
car. 
It is recalled that on the prev- 


ious raid the only victim was a wo- 
man. 


British aeroplanes went un in pur- 


suit ot the iaiders, but vv«rr> not suc-

time later two Zeppelines wore seen 
ever Burnham-on-Crouth, seven miles 
to the northeast of South End, but no 
more bombs were dropped.

Torpedoed Or, 
Struck by Mine 


President and Cabinet Wish This Point Made Clear Aad 


Messages From Ambassador Page and Consuls At 


Liverpool and Queenstown Fail to Give Infor- 


mation Upon Which Question Can 


Be Decided 


NO ACTION WILL BE TAKEN 


UNTIL FURTHER REPORTS 


Are Received From United States Naval Attaches Who 


Will Meet the Nebraskan at Liverpool, Where She 
is Expected to Arrive Tonight Under Own Steam—. 
Flag Hauled Down Five Minutes Before She Wag 
Struck, Although Her Name Was Painted Upon Hen 
Sides In Letters Six Feet High.

Washington, May 27.—Messages received by the state department 


today trom Ambassador Page and Consul General Skinner at London and 
Consul Frost at Queenstown, failed to say definitely whether the steam- 
er Nebraskan had been torpedoed or had struck a mine. 


One of the dispatches said the Nehraskan's flag had been hauled 


down five minutes before she was struck, although her name was paint- 
ed on her sides in letters six feet high. 


The American naval attache at London has been sent to Liverpool 


to examine the Nebraskan's hull. 


Consul General Skinner's message follows: 
"Green, master of American steamer Nebraskan, in 
wireless ad- 


dressed to me via London, reports: 


"'Nebraskan passed Fastnet Rock Tuesday 4:33 p. m. from Liver- 


pool bound for Delaware Breakwater in ballast. At 8:24 p. m., when 
steamer was about 48 miles west half south from Fastnet 
she experi- 


enced violent shock, followed instantly by 
terrific 
explosion, bursting 


hatches and throwing hatch beams, cargo derricks and twisted iron into ' 
air, tilling lower hold forward completely with water. Crew immediate- 
ly took to boats. 
" 'After standing by ship one hour returned on board and at 
10:30 


started for Liverpool. 
About 1:25 a. m. met two vessels sent by British 


admiralty in answer to our wireless calls. One has been in attendance 
ever since, 


•A" q4s-J»al"iatM!te»wftBtt the explosion occurred. Flag had been hauled- 


down five minutes before. Steamer's name painted on both sides of the 
ship in letters six feet tall. Had no warning and saw nothing.'" 


Ambassador Page sent the following message: 
"Admiralty have reported from Queenstown that the Nebraakan IS 


now on her way to Liverpool under her own steam and is being escort- 
ed. 
I am sending naval attache to Liverpool 
to 
examine 
the 
ship 


which it now appears, was outward bound from Liverpool to Delaware 
Breakwater when she was torpedoed." 


The message from Consul Frost said the ship had "struck a mine 


or torpedo," but gave no details. 


As soon as the dispatches were received at the state department 


they were sent immediately to President Wilson. As they did not make 
it certain whether the steamer had been hit by a mine or a torpedo, they 
left unanswered the principal point that the president and his advisers 
want made clear. They expect further reports from the naval attache. 
Pending receipt of clearer explanations, no action will be taken.

nounced, stating that the Nebraskan had passed Queenstown, at a speed 
of eight knots and was due to reach Liverpool tonight. 


A British admiralty boat, the advices said, was convoying 
the Ne- 


braskan. 
Officers and crew of the steamer presumably were at their 


posts aboard. 
The message was not from Captain Green, a captain of 


the line said, but was received from the line's British connection. No 
word has been received from Captain Green since his brief message of 
yesterday, announcing that the Nebraskan had either hit a mine or been 
struck by a torpedo. 


It was thought that Captain Green would cable fuller details on hla 


arrival at Liverpool. 


Whetner it was mine or torpedo that crippled the steamer, was Bot 


disclosed here today. 
On the line's behalf it was said that this point 


probably would not be determined until the vessel had been placed In 
drydock at Liverpool, if then. 
The line's officials here, it was stated, 


had made no arrangements to dry dock the ship, having left the entire 
matter of the Nebraskan's repair and the determination of the nature of 
her injury to their British representatives. 
Open Forum Discussion 


Occupied Most Time Of 


The Financial Conference 


'ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, May 27.—'Discussion 


in the open forum occupied the at- 
tention for the most part today of 
delegates to the Pan-American finan- 
cial conference, "Group conferences" 
also were continued at which dele- 
gates from South and Central Amer- 
ica explained further to representa- 
tives of the United States the desires 
and needs of their countries. 


The fourth general session of the 


conference was held in the forenoon 
when a number of addresses 
were 


made. Among the 
speakers were 


Joseph E. Dacies, chairman of the 
federal trade commission; John Bar- 
rett, director general of the 
Pan- 


American Union, and several 
dele- 


gates. Later the delegates were the 
lurchoon guests of Secretary McAdoo 
at the Pan-American building. 


"The genius of Europe is addressed- 


to war; the spirit of the Americas i* 
turned toward peace. This council of 
the Americas is held to marshal the 
great force of peace into conditions 
that make for mutual helpfulness." 


This was the keynote of a speech 


before the conference by Joseph E. 
Davles, chairman of the federal trade 
commission. 


"It is suggestive of great promise," 


said Mr. Davies, "that the expressions 
from the nations here represented »!l 
contain the recognition of the fact 
that the permanency of our future re- 
lationships and the profitableness of 
them to us all must depend upon thp 
degree not alone of mutal profit, bat 
of mutal confidence which we have in 
the integrity of the motive of the 
others. Trade, like confidence 'between 
men, must be founded upon good faith 
between the parties.
